These stills have an 
av@rage capacity of 1,800 
gallons of whiskey per 
year. If allowed to operate 
one year, each still would 
earn almost $10,000 per 
year for the moonshiner, 

The total productive 
capacity of stills seized 
and destroyed in Coffee 
would exceed 10,000 gal- 
lons of moonshine whiskey 
per year at a total esti- 
mated value of $40,000, 
Enforcement officials state 
that there is one still that 
remains in operation for 
each still destroyed,

shiners pay no tax on their

WEEDS 


Broadleaf weeds are be-

Corn Borer Is 
Spreading To 
All Of Alabama 


southwestern corn 
borer, first spotted in 
Pickens County 
is working its way east- 
ward across Alabama, 

The 1966 survey shows 
that the borer has entered 
counties, Wilcox 
and Marshall, 
Frank McQueen, Extension 
survey entomologist, 

The insect is now move 
ing at a slower pace than 
first anticipated, Accord- 
ing to McQueen, it moved 
from one county to 13 in 
1963 and then to ll others 
in 1964, In 1965, however, 
it was found in only two 
new counties. 

‘The insect, which now 
damages corn in 30 Ala- 
bama counties, causes the 
most severe damage in the 
area of Fayette, lamar,

light,’” says McQueen.
